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Christianity vs. Woman. 
It man has reason to be thatik- 
fttl lor trie blessings of Chris 
tiauity, woman has even greater 
reason for gratitude. Christianity 
is the only system that accords 
to woman, even approximately, 
the right of equality with man : all 
ethers matte her an inferior, a 
menial, a nlave. 

The Chinese philosophy, with 
its boasted antiquity, has devel- 
oped a public sentiment in regard 
to woman's usefulness, illustrated 
by the Jact that the lather con-' 
liders it an insult to he asked : 
How many daughters have you ! 
Among the Egyptians, bo re- 
nowned lor wisdom, polygamy 
was prohibited only to the 
priests. * 

The Armenians, the Babylon- 
ians, the Assy riaus, the Cart ha 
*enians, the Aledesand Persians, 
the Thraciaus, all had laws and 
customs among women too re- 
volting and indecent even (o 
mention. They buried the liv- 
ing widow with the dead bus- 
baud, and women were sold for 
a pair of oxen, There is noth- 
ing that we can mention in evi- 
dence of the degradation into 
which woman, deprived of Chris 
hanky, had fallen than the fact 
that throughout all the country 
from the lied Sea, to the sources 
of the Tigris and the Euphrates, 
from the shores of Asia Minor 
to the depths of India, the atoues 
tit the altars are bathed in hu- 
man blood — the blood of infants 
offered in sacrifice to idols. 
There can be no greater degra 
datiou conceived than this. 

Even among brutes from the 
inarticulate Mollusk to the 
King of beasts, there exists a 
sonservative instinct, < a divine 
law that watches over aud pro 
tects the newly- born of its re- 
spective species, 

To prove that a high state ol 
civilization, with reasuu and in- 
stinct alone, even in their fullest 
development are not sufficient 
to- elevate woman, we have but 
to review the society of Greece 
■ud Rome, where this kind ol 
civilization prevailed in all its 
Detection, In Greece the prosti- 
tute was honored, aud her reel 
Bob legalized while the wife aud 
iiutber were held in light es- 
teem, St. 1'aul found the gross- 
est indecencies among them— too 
indecent to name, Such women 
a» Lais, Aspasia, Bhyue, were 
educated and honored, while 
wives and mothers were neg- 
lected uud dishonored. What a 
statu 01 sueiety, when such char- 
acters were educated aud hon- 
ored, while legitimate wives 
were ignored aud despised ! 

The ancient Kjruaiis, that 
brave aud warlike, and in one 
sense a mighty people — Stok 


their first wives and ever after con- 
sidered them as he did hie other 
possessions which he had also 
gained by conquest. He hsd 
conquered all, lie might dispose 
of all without reserve. Woman 
was to him a vassal, a slave. In a 
nation where brute force was the 
essence of law, woman could not 
expect much. 

Under the Jewish dispensation, 
even, woman had not her right- 
ful condition assigned her. 
Though God in the beginning 
ordaiued differently, polygamy 
was introduced and woman was 
thereby degraded. Abraham 
hsd several wives beside Sarah, 
to say nothing about Ilagar, who 
brought so much trouble into 
into the family. 

Several women conld each 
honestly claim recognition as 
Mre. Jacob. The same* with Bol- 
omou and David. In such order 
of things among the kings aud 
princes, the state of society 
was anything but elevating and 
ennobling to woman. 

But a better day was dawning. 
The prophecy has been fulfilled 
which spake unto woman. "In 
thee shall all nations ot the earth 
he blessed." 

Christianity was ushered in by 
its author proclaiming that my 
Kingdom is not ot this world, 
and teach i i. g that power was an 
obligation, royalty a trust, aud 
(hat those who governed were 
no longer the masters but the 
servants ot the ( people; and 
this new law was to none more 
significant than woman as it ap- 
plied to the law which bound 
her to her lord — her husband. 
This new dispensation addressed 
itself to the wrongs ol woman 
surrounding her with a halo ot 
respect, and re-established the 
holy institution of marriage. It 
said in regard to the degredatiou 
iu which the practice of polyg- 
amy tound woman, In the begin 
niug it was not so. ■ 

What a change was wrought 
in her condition ! Rut yester- 
day the slave ol his lust, to-day 
t he object of man's respect, secu re 
from impurity ol thought even. 
Chaste before God, freed from 
the an iiliouia of ages — the equal 
— nay the superior ol man. 

The Christian religion forbade 
divorce as well as polyg- 
amy, and restored to marriage 
its indissolubility — its eancity. 
It is said to wives : Obey your 
husbands ; but it said to hus- 
bands - love your wives even as 
Christ loved the Church. There 
can he no tyranny in a lord who 
loves his subject with a devotion 
that wilt cause him to lay down 
bin Hie for that subject. 

Those who do not treat the 
wile, the mother, the daughter 
with respect, and give her honor- 
able distinction do so contrary 
to the teachiugs ol the Christian 
religion, aud the woman whudoef 
uot avail uersel i ot her pri vil«g« to 
place herself under thecare ol the 
religion that thus honors aud pro-

For the Defense of the Church. 

A new paper, The Christian 
Conservator, with Rev. Hal leek 
Floyd as editor, is to be started 
at Dayton, Ohio. It will be The 
United Brethren in Christ, of 
Chamberburg, and Bishop 
Wright's Richmond Star merged 
into one and will defend the 
United Brethren church against 
the encroachments of the lodge. 
It is a bold thing for these ad* 
vocates or auti-eecretism, to do, 
to plant their banner iu Dayton 
alongside of the Telescope; and 
the circumitanee is pregnant 
with results that may be easily 
discerned. Either the Telescope 
must unite with the Conservator 
in advocating the supremacy of 
the church : nd death to the 
lodge, or oppose it. If the for 
raer, the United Brethren church 
may yet become fully established 
in its original position, so long 
maintained iu spite of the threat- 
ened invasion by those who seek 
to dislodge it from that position. 
If the, latter, a rupture iu the 
church will be the inevitable 
result. 

We hope it will be the for- 
mer. 

There certainly cau nothing be 
gained to Christianity for the 
church to acknowledge its inher- 
ent weakness or inability to ac- 
complish all the good, through 
its organization, morally and so- 
cially that cau be accomplished 
by the lodge. 

It seems to us that church or- 
gans and ministers could en- 
gage in better business than to 
labor for the upbuilding of the 
lodge; by lain ring rather to in- 
crease the usefulness .of the 
church. In it there is salvation 
through Christ end without him 
there is no way under heaven 
by which men cau be saved. It 
was He who established the 
Church. Did He also establish 
the lodge}? Does the lodge ad- 
vocate any truth that Christ 
does not advocate? Any duty 
that Christ does not enpin? 

Does not a chnrch which ad- 
vocates the lodge weaken the 
cause of Christianity ? If so, 
then every church that advo- 
cates the lodge is au element of 
weakness to Christianity. It 
helps to drag the church down 
to that low standard of inferior- 
ity to the lodge claimed tor it 
by the latter's adherents. 

We hope, therefore, that the 
U, B, Church will remain united 
on the principle that the church 
is better than the lodge, and seek 
to make it secure against the en- 
croachments ol the lodge, by 
preeminently making it abound 
in all the good works of the lodge 
and proclaiming salvation to 
fallen humanity besides.
